Expected Little Dust. 

Tho everybody knew beforehand 
that the convention would be a cut 
and dried affair and that practically 
everything was settled before the 


formal act of convention curtain-rais- 


ing, yet many believed that some dust 
would be kicked up, at least in the 
resolutions committee if not in the 
convention hall, over the matter of 
foreign relations. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that there has been some divergence 

of. opinion between the Republican 
senators and the president over the 
attitude the country is to adopt to- 
wards the World Court and the 
League of Nations. 

Coolidge for Morgan Plan. 

President Coolidge has come out for 
the Dawes plan and has called upon 
all American bankers to come across 
and get behind a big loan to Germany 
as proposed by the Committee of In- 
ternational Experts on which the 
United States was represented by 
“Hell-and-Maria” Charles .G. Dawes, 
and the two banker-generals, Owen D. 
Young and Henry M. Robinson, who 
have for years been closely associated 
with Morgan interests. 

President Coolidge also is one hun- 
dred per cent behind the Harding 
plan for a world court which has its 
entry to the League of Nations thru 
some back door. This falls in line 
logically with his being an ardent ad- 
vocate of the Dawes plan which grew 
out of unofficial, tho energetic, co- 
operation between American financial 
interests backed by the administra- 
tion and the League of Nations. 

Senate Opposition Wanes. 

Senator George Wharton Pepper, 
one of the leading figures at the con- 
vention and in the Republican party, 
for instance, is positively opposed to 
America’s participation in any world 
court which has. front or rear door 
entrance. to the League of Nations. 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, who has served for ,years 
as the floor leader of the Republi- 
cans in the senate, is even more bit- 
terly opposed to the United States 
finding its way into co-operation with 
the League of Nations. It will be re- 
called that Lodge was the leading 
enemy of the Wilson League of Na-

Utters Petroleum Philosophy. 
The chairman is now uttering the 
petroleum philosophy of the Ohio 
school. He is claiming credit for the 
Grand Old Party for the fact that 
the war stopped. He is now uttering 
the tariff philosophy that was born 
with the republican party and estab- 
lished by the American Civil War. 
“A tariff act was passed : 
which has amply justified itself, for 
the customs receipts in the year 1923, 
amounting to the nnprecedented sum 
of $562,000,000, exceed those from any 
democratic tariff ever written by more 
than $200,000,000.” 

With a few quick and evasive words

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Coolidge May Call an 
Extra Session 


(Special to The Dally Worker) 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—President 
Coolidge today was faced with the 
possible necessity of calling an extra 
session of congress. 

Failure of the urgent deficiency bill 
to pass in the last minutes Saturday, 
because of a filibuster by western 
reclamationists in the senate, caused 
the following embarrassments: 

1. No money is provided to make 
the 25 per cent reduction in current 
taxes authorized by the new tax bill 
to those who paid their fall taxes in 
March. The deficiency bill would 
have appropriated $16,240,000 for this 
purpose. , 

2. No funds are available to pre- 
pare during the summer for distribu- 
tion of the soldier bonus; and issuance 
of the policies may be delayed almost 
a year. Of the $132,000,000 included 
in the deficiency bill for the bonus, 
$32,000,000 was for administration. 

. The coast guard is left without 
funds to employ the more than 4,000 
officers and seamen to man its new 
rum defense fleet. Its operations will 
virtually be brought to a standstill. 

In addition to these embarrass- 
ments, congress also let slide the bill 
appropriating more than $100,000,0000 
for construction of eight new cruisers 
and modernization of the fleet. 

Mr. Coolidge will confer with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, director 
of the budget lord and others this 
week, to learn what may be done to 
keep things running without these 
badly-needed funds. -If the situation 
proves very serious, he may take the 
extra session question up with Re- 
publican leaders after the cogyention.

Bosses Beg and Rob For Charity. 

To the DAILY WORKER: Did you 
ever hear about the City of Capitalist 
Beggars? This is the name we work- 
ers have given to the City of Canton, 
where the capitalists extort the work- 
ers in the name of public welfare, 
when in reality the half a million dol- 
lars raised in this city among the 
laboring class in every local plant, is 
for the purpose of keeping up an ar- 
my of loafers connected with charity 
organizations and other institutions 
such as the Y. M. C. A. the Y. W. C. 
A, hospitals, etc., etc. About thres 
months ago they had a drive to en- 
large one of the Canton hospitals and 
the poor workers paid the bill. Dur- 
ing the month of last May, they 
again made a drive for $385,000 to be 
distributed among the above good for 
nothing organizations, and in the 
plant that I am working, the United 
Alloy Steel Corporation, the manage- 
ment had the foreman of every de- 
partment take down the check num- 
ber of all their foreign employes, and 
on pay day we found a deduction from 
our pay checks, of from $12 to $15 
per man. The worse thing is that if 
you complain about this extortion 
you get your walking papers and they 
will néver give you a job again. 

Pay Foreman to Hold Job. 

We poor workers of this city have 
to pay from $25 to $50 a year to these 
destructors of society, in order to al- 
low them to enslave us, and besides 
we have to buy presents and give 
cash money to the bosses if we want 
to stay on the job. They have inter- 
preters of some nationalities that 
claim to be employed for the good of 
the workers and when we complain to 
them of these conditions, they tell us 
that no such thing is going on, for 
they know better. Right now condi- 
tions are so bad that if a man wants a 
job and to stay on it he has to pay 
the foreman $10 or $15 a month. I 
could tell you lots about these plants 
but I have no education and cannot 
write English good. I like your paper 
which also is my paper, for you are 
trying to better our lives and some 
day we will change these terrible con- 
ditions. . . . Yours fraternally, Andy 
Montean.

MILLERANDIS 
CALLED TRAITOR — 
BY COMMUNISTS 


Demand French Workers | 
Take Power 


PARIS, June 10.—“Owing to fatfure 
of the public authorities,“ cried Gom- 
munist Deputy Berthon in the Cham 
ber of Deputies today, “the people 
must take power.” g 

It was the climax of a day of uproar 
rand confusion in the Chamber, while 
President Millerand was attempting 
without success to form a new cabinet 
to succeed that of M. Poincare. The 
Communists are demanding Millér- 
and’s resignation, and that the Cham- 
ber sit in continuous session awaiting 
his compliance. + 

Marcel Cachin, secretary of “he: 
Communist Party of France, Andre 
Marty, released from prison after hie 
election, having served several years 
for the mutiny in the Black Sea when 
sailors refused to fire upon the 
Soviets; Berthon, recently elected 
from the workshops of Paris; . and 
Baraton, another worker, led the de- 
monstration of the Communists in the 
Chamber. They occupied the séats 
reserved for members of the cabinet, 
Cachin sitting in the seat of the 
Premier, while no one attempted to 
remove them. 

The Communists presented a resolu- 
tion stating that the Chamber would 
not vote credits to Millerand or any 
government he might form. Painleve, 
the president of the Chamber, ruled 
the motion out of order as unconsti- 
tutional. 

“Millerand is a traitor,” shouted 
Berthon, while the socialists, radicals, 
and nationalists cried out in protest. 
“This Chamber cannot adjourn. The 
government has failed. There is 
treason at the Elysee.” 

It was the first great demonstration 
of rising revolutionary spirit of the 
French workers to find expression in 
the legislative halls. Its reverbera- 
tions are sounding thruout the labor 
movement. Demonstrations of workers 
are being held over Paris in r 
with the Communist deputies.

To 
add a rebuke to Congress for weakening under 
popular clamor for the bonus act, demand for 
drastic tax reduction on big business, opposition 
to farm-relief measures, a warning against the 
menace. of “third party” movements—and Coolidge, 
as the great leader—we have the Republican party 
campaign issues according to its official spokes- 
man. 

It is a program 100 per cent Wall Street. J. P. 
Morgan, Judge Gary, John D. Rockefeller, all will 
find. complete comfort and joy in the speech of 
their servant at Cleveland.

There 
will de a note sounded there also that rings in 
purest harmony with the G. O. P. and Democratic 
keys—the menace of third party, the sanctity of 
the private property of capitalism.

It remains to be seen if the street car men will 
quietly obey the orders of the officials. If they do 
not, rifles, machine guns, armour, private armies 
and public police, are all ready—in co-operation 
with the union officials—to “pacify” the men who 

at their wage increases that were granted by 
arbitration.
